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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-18, 20-26, 28, 55-63, 65-66, 68-70 allowed. (Re-numbered as 1-40) 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record do not teach the combination of claimed elements including 
object having multi-valued attributes, wherein at least one multi-valued attribute having 
a link table value that links to a link table which includes a plurality of individual linked 
values, the individual linked values having associated respective conflict resolution data 
as recited in independent claim 1. Independent claims 18 and 55 recite similar multiple 
linked values as in claim 1 . Closest prior art Norris teaches at Fig. 4-1 the conflict 
resolution data associated with the multi-valued attributes, but does not teach that the 
conflict resolution data is associated with the individual linked values included in a link 
table as claimed. Thus, prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the 
combination of claimed elements in light of the specification. After a further search and 
a thorough examination of the present application and in light of the prior art made of 
record, claims 1,18 and 55 are allowed. Dependent claims are allowed at least by virtue 
of their dependencies from pertinent independent claims.
